German Offer Analyzed

After yesterday's meeting a statement
was issued from the allled conference
embodying a summary of the Gorman
proposnl and comment thereon.

"“The plan prepared by the Allles at
Paris for the payment ni— reparations,'”
sayn thie statement, "“relleves Germany
of a substantial proportion of the
amount payable by her under the Treaty
of Versailles,'

Then follows a summary of the Ger-
mau proposnl, and the statement saye:

“This propoeal does not merit either
examination or discussion, To demon-
wtrate jtn troe character it is sufcient

“Flrst. The German Government ns-
sumes it In at liberty to calenlnte
the present value of the fixed annuitiea
on an 8 per cent basis, This table
i® applicable In the Paris plan only to
discounts of fixed annuitien made in the
firet two years,

“Hecond. The CGerman Government
{gnores the wvalue of the variable an-

eireles that an unblased perusal of the
German reply did not warrant hasty
adverse Judgments, such ns were ro-
ported from London and Paris, It was
declared the German proposnis repre-
sented a liberal reparntion aettlement.

There wan officia) deninl today of re-
ports that the German ecounter-offers
weare represented ns an equivalent of the
220,000,000,000 marks demnnded in the
Parle torms, but that this sum, redis-
counted, represented the present eapital
of BO,000,000,000 marks, The Intter
sum was made n basin for the present
German offer, it was said.

Carl Hergmann, financial expert with
the German representatives in London,
has pointed out that 50,000,000,000 gold
mlrrn pald in thirty yeara would be the
sum Cermany was willing to acknowl-
edge ns her reparation obligation.

t was eaid the total represented more
thun one-half of the forty-two annui-
tien demnnded in the Paris program, but
was payahle In a consglderably shorter
period.  Germany's ability to pay this
total was largely dependent upon the
rovival of her axport activitiea, and, as
this revival wor likely to be slow, the

nuities provided for In the Paris pilan,
the amount of which depends upon
\he value of German oxports.

“Third, The annuities payable under |
the Paris plan are in addition to what- |
cver sums may be found to have been
paid on account of reparations,

“Fourth, The German Government |

Little Hope of Compromise

The prospects of Europe's workin
out i reasonable compromise under w hicf] |
both wides in the controversy could go
on living as best they might, seems to
have disappeared., Such ecoercion as the
Allies apply to Germany will be mainly |
economie, which means a further stop-
page of Germany's economic life,

If Giermany vields to voercion and ae-
cepts the harsh reparation terms fixed
by the Alliex she will not be muech bet-
ter off, The huge sam of E58,000, - |
000,000 will have to be paid in taxes,
The taxes will fall heavily upon the!
industrial populations. Conditions of
life in Germany will be operoug, The
tendency of the population will be to
emigrate to the less developed parts of |
the earth or to countries where oppor- |
tunities are hetter, [

Whether France prevents Germany
from working by coercive measures or

allows her to work only under condl-
tinnm which drive her people away, the
great centeal empire will in o genera-
thon or w0 be largely depopulated,

This result fits in with the French
polics of ending the German mennees,
The only thing that has hitherta re-
steained the Frenech was the hope that
Germany could be made to pay for her
own finanelal recovery, Once France
becomes convineed that Germany enn-
not, or will not pay, her whole alm will
e to make Germany impossible as the
home of a population larger than her
own.

France Coming Into Her Own
